MRS. FRY NURSES VICTIM 


Daughter Says Her Father’s Tale 
of Attack, Which He Says He 
Avenged, Is Untrue. 


Warren Fry, 35 years old, of 1041 South 
Vandeventer avenue, admitted to the 
police Wednesday that it was he who 
attacked Howard Ballard, 65 years old, 
beating him with a piece of gaspipe, 
knocking out one of his eyes and sever- 


ing one of his ears. 


Fry, according to the police report, 
said that he went to Ballard’s room at 
8128 Chouteau avenue Monday night and 
beat him because Ballard had attacked 
Fry's l#year-old daughter, Roberta. 
Ballard and the girl both deny this. 

After he had beaten Ballard into in- 
sensibility, Fry, according to his state- 
ment, as quoted by the police, robbed 
Ballard of $150. The robbery, he says, 
was an afterthought, and his original 
purpose in going to Ballard’s room was 
to avenge his daughter. 

Fry was arrested Tuesday night aft- 
er an informant, whose name ‘the police 
refused to divulge, told the police he had 
been geen going to Ballard’s reom with 
a bucket of beer a short time before 
the assault. 

Mrs. Fry Cares for Wounded Man. 

Mrs. Fry Wednesday went to the city 
hospital to aid in caring for Ballard. She 
and Roberta denied that Ballard had 
ever in any way offered an affront to 
the girl, and said that Ballard had been 
a, benefactor of their family, and acted 
as Santa Claus for the children, 

Mrs. Fry’s sister, Mrs. Thomas Kel- 
lorn, who, with her two children, shares 
the Fry home, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Ballard had been a friend 
to the Fry family for 12 years. 

Christmas day, she said, Ballard vis- 
ited the Fry home and gave presents 
to the children. After distributing the 
gifts he took a roll of bills from his 
| Rockst and. took from ita % bil which 
he handed tc Pry, Mrs. Kellhorn said. 

Often Paid Family’s Rent. 

Ballard, she said, had often paid the 
family’s rent and had the sympathy 
and friendship of Mrs. Fry in his present 
trouble. She said Mrs. Fry would aid in 
prosecuting her husband for assaulting 
Ballard. 

At the city hospital Wednesday Mrs. 
Fry sat at Ballard’s bedside. In addi- 
tion to the injury to his eye and ear 
his skull is fractured and the hospital 
physicians say he has little chance for 
recovery. 

Ballard regained consciousness 
Wednesday. He teld a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that there was no truth in the 
statement that he had attacked Roberta 
Fry. 

“I love her as ff she were my own child,’’ 
he said. “I bought dresses for her and 
her sister. In fact, I have been a 
guardian angel to the Fry family. 

**‘Monday night Fry came to my room. 
He told me he had been staying away 
from home and was afraid to go back 
and that he needed money. At his sug- 
gestion I went out and got a can of beer. 
After we drank it he said he would buy 
some. 

‘He went out and returned a few min- 
utes later. He set the can on the table 
and without saying a word he struck 
me with a piece of gaspipe. He had 
been holding his right hand behind his 
back to conceal the pipe. 

Fry Knew He Carried Money. 

‘When I regained consciousness my 
money was gone. I think I had about 
$200 in my potket. Fry knew that I 
always carried my savings with 
me. I know of no motive except 
robbery which could have caused him 
to attack me.”’ 

Fry told the police, they say, that 
while on his way to Ballard’s room Mon- 
gay night, he picked up the piece of 
gaspipe at a new building on Shenan- 
doah avenue, near Grand avenue. He 
said he accused Ballard of attacking Ro- 
berta, and then beat him with the gas- 
pipe. Ballard denies that Fry even men- 
tioned Roberta’s name before the at- 
tack. When Fry was arrested he had 
$186.14 In his pocket. He said he had 
spent $15 for clothing, and had given $11 
to his wife. 

Two years ago the Fry family gained 

publicity through a pathetic letter writ- 
ten to Santa Claus, in care of the Post- 
Dispatch, by. Roberta and her younger 
sister, Mabel. They begged that Santa 
Claus restore to them their 4-year-old 
sister, Lorena, who had been adopted 
by Mrs. O. J. Heimburger of 4315 Fiad 
avenue. 
After this letter Mrs. Fry attempted 
through the courts to obtain possession 
of the child, but the legal adoption 
papers held by the Heinburgers made 
it impossible for her to do so.

H. L. Ames, proprietor of a general 
store at 1919 Olive street and living in a 


fiat above the store, and his housekeeper, 
Miss Emily B. Elgasser, had a narrow 
escape at 1:30 Monday morning, when 
fire broke out in the store and cut off a 
stairway which is the only éxit from the 
fiat. They were rescued by firemen, who 
put a ladder up to a front window. and 
assisted them down. 

Ames said he was awakened by a cry 
of “Fire!’’ from a paserby in* Olive 
street and found the flat filled with 
dense smoke. He groped his way to 
Miss Elgasser’s room and aroused her, 
but when they reached the stairway 
they were unable to descend because of 
the heat and the smoke. 

While they were trying to devise a 
means of escape, they heard the gongs 
of the fire apparatus in Olive street.

Both had managed to 
throw on enough clothes to keep them 
from suffering from cold.

worth, many of-the unfavorable 
results commonly attributed to the 
use of tea and coffee undoubtedly 
come from.the non-caffein ingredients 
in thesé bevetages. The only one of 
these ingredients which has been 
shown to be deleterious is tannin, 
which is often present in tea and 
sometimes in coffee, especially if the 
brew has been boiled or allowed to 
stand. 

Caffein has been “investigated” on 
an average once a year in the last 
quarter of a century. The results of 
the studies preceding Prof. Holilings- 
worth’s may be summed up in the 
conclusions of two of the most em!i- 
nert authorities in this fleld, Messrs. 
Kraepelin of Germany and Rivers of 
Fngland. Kraepelin says: “We know 
that tea and coffee increase our men- 
tal effiency in a definite way, and we 
use them as a means of overcoming 
mental fatigue © * * In large 
amounts, and in the cases of sens!- 
tive persons, their ingestion delays 
sleep. On the other hand, the motor 
disturbance, the tendency to boister 
ous and silly conduct, the peculiar 
emphoria and the exaggerated feel- 
ing of stnength characteristic of al- 
coholic intoxication, never result 
from the use of tea and coffee.” 

Rivers confirms this general con- 
clusion: “The general practical cor- 
clusion to be drawn from the experi-- 
ments which I haye recorded. and 
from those of previous workers is 
that caffein increases the capacity for 
both muscular and mental work, this

Uncle Sam drinks twenty-five 
billion cups of coffee annually 


WENTY-FIVE BILLION (25,000,- | 
000,000) cups of coffee are con- 
sumed in the United States every 
year, experts estimate. 

This amount contains approximately 
sixty-two billion five hundred million |’ 
(62,500,000,000) grains of caffein, the drug 
which is the chief constituent of coffee. 

Some authorities say the coffee habit 
is destroying the efficiency of the na- 
tion. Others contend that coffee is a 
food—at the worst a mild stimulant. 

Tea has escaped a great deal of the 
abuse that has been directed at cof- 
fee. The popular opinion is that tea is 
@ parlor drink and in killing power bears 
the same relation to coffee that a ciga- 
rette does to a machine gun. Experi- 
menters say, however, that the average 
cup of black tea contains as much caf- 
fein as the average demitaszse. The 
average glass of iced tea contains 2 
grains of caffein, while a cup of coffee 
will assay 2.5 grains of the drug. 

a discover whether caffein is making 
the people of the United States 
stout or thin, healthy or anemic, alert or 
dull, Prof. H. L. Hollingsworth of Co- 
lumbia University has made elaborate 
experiments. 
He took 16 persons and fed them cap- 
sules of caffein for 40 days. 
Both sexes and a wide range of aK 
were represented on the squad. Chil- 
dren and old men were included in the 
cast selected by Prof. Hollingsworth to 
play parts as directed bv him. 
The caffein was administered to the 
members of the squad at irregular in 
tervals and in varying quantities. Soma 
went through the entire 40 days with- 
out caffein—but they didn’t. know it. 
Each received a capsule every day. 
Some of the capsules were loaded with 
as much as six grains of caffein—the 
amount contained in six cups of coffee. 
Other were filled with sugar of miik, 
which possesses the deadly qualities of 
a charlotte russe. 
The 16 spent nearly all their waking 
time in the 40 days in the special psy- 
chological laboratory fitted up for them. 
They .were busy every minute of the 
day. When Prof. Hollingsworth wasn't 
calling them up to take their capsules 
he was putting them through all the 
tests he and other psychologists could 
conceive.

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 1.—Dr. Willlam 
B. Craig, dean of the Indiana Veteri- 
nary College, arrested as principal, was 
released on $15,000 bail, and Alonzo M. 
Ragsdale, an undertaker, arrested as 
accessory, was released on $10,000 bail, 
following indictments charging’ the 
murder of Dr. Helen Knabe, the path- 
ologist, {n her apartments in this city, 
on October 23, 1911. 

The indictments may be credited to 
the persistent work of women of the 
State, who banded together to solve 
ithe mystery of the woman’s death. 

Early in the investigation the police 
announced the opinion that Dr. Enabe 
had killed herself. The women raised 
$2500, employed detectives and last June 
presented a case to the grand jury, 
which did not prove strong enough to 
warrant an indictment. Then they set 
to work again, The present indictments 
resulted. 

Publicity has not yet been given to 
the evidence, the supposed motive or the 
means employed to accomplish the mur- 
der, but repeated rumor, pieced out by 
the terms of the indictment, furnish 
outlines for a circumstantial theory. 
Dr. Craig and Dr. Knabe had become 


80 friendly and were so often seen to- 


gether that their friends believed they 
intended to marry. 
Visiteq Dr. Craig’s House. 

Not long before the murder Dr. Craig 
became attentive to Katherine Flem- 
ing, a wealthy woman. Witnesses aro 
said to have been found of a visit by 
Dr. Knabe to Dr. Craig’s house two 
nights before the murder. A quarrel is 
said to have occurred at that time. 

Mrs. Tennant, Dr. Craig’s housekeep- 
er, is quoted in a report by a detective 
as having said that Dr. Knabe called at 
supper time. She declined to eat, say- 
ing she was not hungry. Afterward 
she and Dr. Craig withdrew to another 
room and disputed over their plang to 
marry, and Dr. Knabe burst into tears 
and cried, according to the detective’s 
report from Mrs. Tennant: 

“You can continue to practice and I 
can continue to practice,” to which 
Dr. Craig replied: 

“T will have none of this,” and, tak- 
ing Dr. Knabe by the arm, led her out 
of the house. 

Saw Man im the Alley. 

Harry W. Haskett, who has charge of 
@ billlard hall, said he gtarted home 
about 11 o’clock on the night of the 
murder and walked along Delaware 
street. As he passed the apartment 
house In which Dr. Knabe lived a man 
stepped out from an alley. Haskett is 
paid to have identified a photograph of 
Dr. Craig as that of the man he saw. 

One of the pecullarities of the case 
was that, although a deep incision had 
been made in the neck, the body 
when found the next morning, looked 
as if the head had been nearly severed. 
There had been little outward bleeding. 
The wound was described as a “sheep 
nick,’’ such as is inflicted by butchers 
when they wish to slaughter and avoid 
spurting of blood. In support of the 
self-destruction theory the police said 
Dr. Knage knew enough to give herself 
such a wound. But a detective decided 
that it could not have been self-in- 
flicted. 

The disappearance of a kimono and 
other articles of light wear puzzled all 
the investigators. This clothing was 
finally traced to Ragsdale, who lived in 
the same apartment with Dr. Knabe. 
The kimono had been recently washed 
in a chemical solution. Tests by analy- 
sis brought out blood stains in a cor 
ner of it. The garment had also been 
cut, as with a knife. Ragsdale said 
the clothing had been given him to 
throw away. 

Deny Knowledge of Crime 

Dr. Knabe was well and favorably 
known here. She had come to this coun- 
try when a girl and was a German immi- 
grant. Her industry and talents pushed 
her rapidly ahead, enabled her to obtain 
@ good general education, and when she 
chose to follow medicine as a profession 
she rose steadily to wide and luerative 
practice. 

Dr. Craig is about #, a widower, and 
has Iived here for 15 years. He came 
from Scotland. 

Ragsdale has a wife and five children 
and is 68 Neither of the acoused men 
expressed surprise at his arrest, rumor 
having been free of late with their 
names. They deny all knowledge of the 
crime and say they look forward confi 
dently to acquittal.

Pittsburg’s Owners: Not Inter- 


ested in Purchase of the 


Philadelphia Club. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 1—Will H. 
Locke, secretary of the Pittsburg base- 
ball club, is preparing to move _ his 
household to Philadelphia. His own 
statement is that he’ll have control of 
the Philadelphia Nationals before the 
end of next week. Locke denies that 
Mike Donlin is to be manager and says 
Charlie Dooin will remain where he fs. 

Gov. John K. Tener is not financially 
interested, but Locke says the Governor 
made the deal possible by swinging cer- 
tain Philadelphia capital into line foc 
‘him. Had it not been for Tener, Locke 
says, he would not have been able to 
make the deal. 

John P. Harris of Pittsburg put no 
money into the Phillies because he is a 
stockholder in the Pittsburg club. The 
same is true of Oliver S. Hershman of 
Pittsburg, who offered to finance the 
transfer for Locke. By keeping them 
out, Locke, has prevented all protest | 
against syndicate ball. District Attor- 
ney William A. Blakeley of Pittsburg 
is one of Locke's associates. Blakeley 
and Gov. Tener are intimate friends. 

Who Puts Up the “Dough?” 


“My coueln, former Police Commissioner 
Raker of New York, will go into the deal 
with me or stay out, as I desire,” said 
Locke. ‘‘If I need his money he'll come in. 
Philadelphia capital is largely interested in 
this deal. Gov. Tener is not putting any 
money into the thing, but it was largely 
through his efforts in my behalf that I was 
able to get the club. He brought me in the 
Philadelphia capital that I never could have 
reached. The Governor has never lost his 
interest in the game, and for a long time it 
has been his aim to have the Philadelphia 
club owned by Pennsylvania capital. 

“T made the statement a few days ago 
that if I got control of the club I would be 
in complete control and that not one share 
of stock would be owned by ,any man at 
present connected with baseball. I am dis- 
posing of my stock in the Pittsburg club. 
The last tinge of syndicate ball will be re- 
moved from the Phillies when I take charge. 

“IT have lived all my life in Pittsburg and 
in many ways I'll be sorry to leave.

Palzer and McCarty, Both Lusty Young Giants, Have 
Power and Stamina. to Put Up a Hammer-and- 
Tongs Battle.

This afternoon will see the most im- 
portant heavyweight match of the year, 
fought in Tom McCarey’s Los Angeles 
arena. “Uncle Tom’’ McCarey is to give 
the winner, whether it’s Palzer or Mc- 
Carthy, a belt emblematic of “the cham- 
pionship.’’ 

And the winner will call himself 
champion of the world. 

True, there are no other white heavy- 
weights who nave a better right than 
McCarty and Palzer to toy with tha: 
championship thing. But there are sev- 
eral other pretty fair men dubbing 
around the cour.try, and perhaps some 


bitrary title-taking out in Los Angeles. 
In this case it is to be hoped that the 
winner of the affair will not be in- 
clined to ‘“‘get the easy money” and 
pose around various theatrical circuits 
while the popular'ty lasts. 

It would be hard to pick out two mena 
better matched than McCarty and Pal- 
zer. Either of them in that belt will 
look very much like a real champion. 
But I wonder what Jeffries, sitting at 
the ringside, will think when he recalls 
the champions of his day—clever Cor- 
bett, crafty Fitzsimmons and himself, 
the great Jeffries, who, in his time.

One thing, however, both Palzer and 
McCarty possess in a superior degree.
